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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 63-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shin et al in view 

of Matshuhashi, Stolk and Matsuo (6,737,309). The explanation of the Shin, Matshuhashi, and Stolk . 

references is hereby incorporated by reference from the previous actions. It is noted that new claim 63 

does not specifically require that the central portion of the gate actually contact the gate dielectric layer, 

nor does it specify that there is an opening or gap between the extension regions of the outer portions of 

the gate electrode. As such, the extension regions may contact each other at the bottom of the trench and 

form essentially a continuous bottom layer. As shown by Matsuo in FIG. 11, central gate portion (117) 

overlies the "extension" portions of outer gate (1 14) and also abuts the sidewall portions of outer gate 

(114). 

Taken together, these references would meet all of the features of claims 63-70, and one skilled 
in the art would be motivated to combine these references in order to tailor the threshold characteristics of 
the device.
